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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 -6, 9-1 2, 1 4-23, and 34-66 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention is directed to a method and system for strengthening the composite portion of 
the public key while reducing the computational effort for calculating exponentiations for 
a given composite number. Each of the independent claims identify the uniquely distinct 

features of " developing k distinct random prime numbers PI. P2 Pk. wherein k is an 

inteoer greater than 2: and wherein for a given number of digits for composite numbers 
n and m, it takes fewer computational cycles to perform the deciphering step if the k 
distinct random prime numbers are used, relative to the number of computational cycles 
for performing a deciphering step if the pair of prime numbers p and o is used instead ". 
The closest prior arts, Vanstone et al, and the combination of Itakura with Rivest, 
disclose conventional methods for computing a composite number "n" from prime 
numbers, but both fail to anticipate or render the above underlined limitations obvious.
